; Yereas the Queenes molt excellent Mateſtie , vpon intoꝛmation herefokoze ge⸗ 
uen vnto the ſame, ol the great and exceſſiue pzyces that udynes,tranſpozted ht- 
ther out of Fraunce, were growen vnto,much to the tmpoyerylhing of this her 
realme,. did (fo2 the pꝛeuenting of the inconuenience that was lyke to encreaſe a 
enſue therof) by her Maieſties pꝛoclamation, bearing date the. xv. day of July, 
in the.xvii.yeere ol her raigne, notifte and publiſh vnto ſuch her Matelties ſub- 
fectes, as dyd and doo vſe the trade of bꝛyngyng in thoſe kyndes of yOpnes, that 
A| they ſhoulde fozbeareto bꝛing into any parte of this Realme the ſayde noynes, 


with al maner ol extraoꝛdinary charges, vpon ſuche payne as in the ſayde Pꝛoclamation is conteyned. Ind al- 
though her Maieſties good and gratious meanyng therein, by the indirect and couetous pꝛactiſes ofſome per⸗ 
ſons that bꝛought in the ſaid noynes, toke not ſo good effect as her expectation was it ſhould haue done: Pet her 
Maieſtie and her pꝛiuie Counſel, fynding by good experience, that it is both neceſſarie and pꝛolitable to her ſub⸗ 
iectes, to continue the oꝛder of the ſayde fozmer Pꝛoclamation, not onely foꝛ ſuche nopnes as ſhalbe hereafter 
bꝛought into this Realme, out of the Countrey aloꝛeſapd, but alſo honoꝛable to her Maieſtie, to cauſe the ſame 
Pꝛoclamation to be duelp executed foꝛ thoſe that haue been bꝛought in ſince the publiſhing therot, and remaine 
yet vnſolde by the Marchaunt. Theretoz? her Maieſtie, with the aduice of her Counſel, ſtraptely wylleth, 
chargeth, and commaundeth al her ſubiectes, and others, that (hall bzyng thoſe Mynes into this Realme, due⸗ 
Ip toobſerue the ſame rate and pzyce of ten poundes the Tunne, with all maner of oꝛdinary and extraoꝛdinary 
charges, vpon payne of impꝛyſonment, and ol duch further penaltie and punyſhment, as by any maner ol Sta⸗ 
tute, Lawe, oꝛ Pꝛerogatiue, may be inflicted vppon the tranſgreſſours and contemners thereof : noherein her 
Maieſties intention is, and ſo ſhe publylheth by thele pꝛelentes, to all her ſayde ſubtectes, that no fauour, tolle⸗ 
3 ratton, o qualification, ſhalbe bſed vnto them, in reſpecte of the great benefytethat is lyne to redounde to this 


Realme, by the due obſeruation thereof, 

And whereas by the ſayde laſt Praclawation, x ne lo the reſtraynyng of the exceſſyue 
pꝛices of Retaplers and Utterers of the ſayde noyn . * Maieſtie nowe by the aduice 
aloꝛeſapde, ſtraytely commaundeth and chargeth , that r. Nitterers of the ſayd 
wynes, ſhall ſell any noynes, alredie by them bought, and n Aght and retapled, 
fo2 aboue.xvi.d. the Gallon: and ſo ratably and pꝛopoꝛtional vpon payne 

dbl ijmpꝛrſonment, and ſuche further penalties as may by an deduided, be 
x3 impoled ot layde vpon them, and agthey wyl auoyde herhyr "—
